On October 19,2017 and November 27,2017, the Federal Election Commission (the 
"Commission") notified your clients, Russell C. Fagg and Russ Fagg Senate Committee, fik/a 
Russ Fagg Senate Exploratory Committee and Lora Kuney in her official capacity as treasurer 
(collectively "Respondents"), of complaints alleging violations of the Federal Election Campaign 
Act of 1971, as amended (the "Act"). On May 21,2019, the Commission considered the 
information in the complaints and the responses, but was equally divided on whether to dismiss 
the allegations or find no reason to believe that Respondents violated the Act. Accordingly, the 
Commission closed its file in this matter. 

Documents related to the case will be placed on the public record within 30 days. See
